COMMITTEE VOTES 
RUSSELL PROGRAM 
OF SIMPLIFICATION 


Measures Sent to House 
Cut Georgia Depart- 
ments From 102 to 17 
and Give Governor In- 
creased Power. 


NO AMENDMENTS 
TACKED ON BILLS 


Measure To Fix Salary of 
Treasurer and Other Of- 
ficials Also Is Reported 
Favorably. 


Reorganization of Georgia’s state 
government by cutting state depart- 
ments and bureaus from 102 to 17 and 
by giving the governor more power 
was approved Tuesday night by the 
house committee on state of the re- 
public in a short session at the Pied- 
mont hotel. 

The reorganization bills follow 
closely the recommendation of the 
special legislative committee that held 
102 public hearings and. probed deep- 
ly into Georgia’s system of govern- 
ment. The committee decided to 
place the bills, without amendments, 
on the floor of the house and allow 
amendments to be made in the house. 


Members of the committee pointed 
out that since the special legislative 


‘committee held such exhaustive pub- 
‘lie hearings before drawing the bills, 
'it would be useless for the committev 
‘on the state of the republic to repeat 


be best for a} interests for any fights 
to amend the bill to be made on the 
floor of the house rather than in the 
comminittee. 

The committee also reported fa- 
vorably on a bill which would fix the 
salaries of the ecomptroller-general, 
secretary of ‘state and treasurer. This 
bill will not be acted on if the reor- 
ganization bill passes, it was said. 

The only other bill approved by the 
committee is a measure to prescribe 
the manner in which salaries, costs 
und expenses of departments, institu- 
tions and boards shall be recorded, and 
to provide for examination and ap- 
proval by the auditor before payments 
are made. 

The committee postponed action on 
a bill which would abolish the public 
service commission, insurance com- 
mission, securities commission and 
banking department, and place the 
four divisions of the government un- 
der a new corporation commission of 
three members to be appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the senate. 
It also delayed action on a bill pro- 
hibiting employment of legislators in 
any other state department during in- 
cumbency in office, pending an inves- 
tigation to determine if this is not 
already the law.

MOVE 10 UNITE 
MILTON, FULTON 
GIVEN APPROVAL 


House Committee In- 
dorses Referendum 
Measure on Consolida- 
tion of Two Adjoining 
Counties. 


Fulton county, pioneer in the state- 
wide movement to reduce the 161 
counties in the state, Tuesday was 
cast as a principal in a new merger 
effort. The house county and county 
matters committee approved without 
opposition a bill to place before the 
voters of Milton and Fulton a ref- 


erendum to unite the two districts. 

Meanwhile, in Fulton’ superior 
court, Judge G. H. Howard declined 
to sanction a petition seeking to en- 
join the merger of Fulton and Camp- 
bell counties, ratified by both coun- 
ties in elections last spring. DeKalb 
county legislators plan to introduce 
a bill providing for a referendum on 
the merger of Fulton and DeKalb 
counties. 

Fulton would have an area of 813 
square miles, second largest in Geor- 
gia, if plans for merging DeKalb, 
Campbell and Milton with this coun- 
Burke county, the 
largest, has 956 square miles. 

Opposition to the Fulton-Milton 
merger failed to develop at the house 
committee hearing, and after a brief 
explanation of the bill, the commit- 
tee gave its unanimous approval. 


Representative Henry. Beaman, of 
DeKalb county, who will introduce 
the bill to merge his county with Ful- 
ton, told the committee that he held 
no brief for or against the Fulton- 
Milton merger, stating the people 
should given an opportunity of 
voting on the matter. 

The Fulton-Milton merger bill, in- 
troduced by Representative Carlos V 
Shirley, of Milton, provides for a two- 
thirds vote in Milton and a majority 
vote in Fulton to approve the merger, 
on a plan similar to the Fulton- 
Campbell merger. 

Representation of the four counties 
would be cut from eight to three 
members in the house if the mergers 
are suceessful.* Campbell and Milton 
would lose one representative each 
and DeKalb would lose three repre- 
sentatives. The population of the en- 
larged Fulton county would be 405,- 
498, Fulton now having 318,587, 
and gaining 9,908 from Campbell, 
70,278 from DeKalb, and 6,730 from 
Milton. Fulton already has annexed 
a portion of Milton county. This is 
the section known as Grogan’s dis- 
trict, in the northern end of Fulton, 
on the Chattahoochee river. 

Holding that a bill of injunction of- 
fered by Attorneys’ A. Walton Nall 
and J. Ira Harrelson on behalf of 
Norman De Krasner, a citizen and 
taxpayer, did not contain sufficient 
allegations, Judge Howard declined 
to grant the temporary § injunction 
sought, and refused further hearing 
of the case.

Bibb County Jurist Says 
Delegation Has No Mind 
for Anything But Local 
Legislative Squabble. 


Local bills to legislate one man, or 
a group of men, out of office and put 
others in is “an unholy principle” of 
democratic government, Marion Allen, 
sponsor of the Burgin bill to ban 
local measures from the general as- 
sembly, told the house committee on 
constitutional amendments Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Allen referred specifically to the 
present split in the Fulton delegation 
as an© ‘ustration of what the jam of 
local legislation does to the sober con- 
sideration of general measures and 
Judge Orville A. Park, of Bibb, sup- 
porting the amendment bill, asserted 
that “right now the Fulton delega- 
tion has no mind for anything except 
a purely local quarrel.” 

“Quarrel” in Spotlight. 

The Fulton “quarrel,” precipitated 
when Representatives McRae and 
Eckford introduced bills to abolish a 
board of five commissioners and name 


another of three, was the principal 
argument used before the committee 
in support of the Burgin bill, which 
gets its name from former Repre- 
sentative R. L. Burgin, author of a 
similar measure defeated in 1929. Ac- 


tion was deferred pending study o*, 


enabling acts which have been adopt- 
ed by other states where local legisla- 
tion has been prohibited. 


Marion Allen,’ of Baldwin, who in- 
troduced the bill, and Judge Park, 
who strongly advocated submission 
of the amendment, both referred 
pointedly to the Fulton county “sit- 
uation” at a hearing held downtown 
after adjournment of the longest ses- 
sion yet held by the house. The low- 
er branch remained in session. nearly 
four hours to pass, 148 to 19, the Bea- 
man bill, regulating the penetice of 
law. A similar bill is pending in the 
senate, and debate will be resumed 


today. 
“Unholy Principle.” 

Allen, explaining that he was re- 
ferring to the Fulton delegation only 
as an instance of what the jam o 
local legislation does to the sober 
consideration of general measures, 
asserted that “the delegation may. in- 
troduce a bill abolishing a board of 
county commissioners and turn right 
around and name another one. Such 
procedure is a most unholy pemenne. 

“The affairs of any county, wheth 
er Fulton, Bibb or my own,” Allen 
said, “should not be left to the set- 
tlement of a delegation, or a single 
member, as the result of some per- 
sonal grudge. -It is an unseemly thing 
to legislate one man out of office and 
put another in. The people are bet- 
ter qualified to make such a choice 
and this amendment would delegate

of Dr. R. P. Brooks, dean of 
School of Commerce, University of 
Georgia, who has just returned from 
a ten months’ tour of the world as 
a Kahn Traveling Fellow. 

Dr. Brooks and his family returned 
last week. While he was in the east 
Mrs. Brooks and their three daugh- 
ters, Josephine, Jean and Anne 
lived in. France, where the latter 
studied. : 

Dr. Brooks visited Honolulu, Japan, 
China, Philippine Islands, Indo- 
China, Singapore and the other 
Straits Settlements, Java, Burma, In- 
dia, Ceylon, Arabian peninsula, Egypt, 
Holy Land, Greece, Italy, France and 
England. 

Dr. Brooks was selected for the 
Kahn Traveling Fellowship last year, 
and sailed last fall. The American 
selected last year for the fellowship 
was Dr. U. B. Phillips, also a Uni- 
versity of Georgia alumnus, The first 
American given the appointment was 
Dr. J. H. T. MePherson, now head 
of the department of history and po- 
litical science in the University of 
Georgia. The Kahn Foundation, 
which gives a fellowship to an Eng- 
lishman, American, German, French-

TEN DOLLARS FOR A LOOK 
AT A NICKEL. 


My son, aged four years, writes a 
correspondent, swallowed a nickel two 
weeks ago. I took him to Dr. 's 
sanitari.m, where I had»an X-ray 
taken for $10. The X-ray showed the 
nickel in his stomach under a rib. 
One of the nurses told me if he did 
not pass the nickel in a reasonable 
time the boy must be operated on. 
He has not yet passed the nickel and 
I am afraid an operation might in- 
jure him permanently. Will you please 
let’ me know if there is any_way of 
removing the nickel without an opera- 
tion and if it can cause any harm by 
remaining in his stomach? I gave him 
several doses of castor oil but he did 
not pass the nickel. We cannot afford 
to pay for an operation... 


If the nickel is in the boy s stomach, 


I should say there is no harm in Jeav- 


ing it there, at least unti] the boy de- 
velops some sign of trouble of some 
sort. , 

Whenever a child .actually or pre- 
sumably swallows any foreign body it 
is well to avoid all cathartics for sev- 
eral days, and.instead feed the child 
plenty of ripe banana, baked or boil- 
ed potato, and such other vegetables 
as the child normally eats. This will 
favor natural passing of the foreign 
body in a mass of undigested residue. 
Ordinarily such swallowed objects may 
be expected to pass through the in- 
testine in two or three days. 

I suspect the X-ray examination it- 
self was phoney and if it really did 
show the nickel “under a rib” the 
nickel may be lodged in a bronchus 
and not in the stomach at all. If that 
is so, then the child is in much great- 
er danger than would be the case if 
the object is really in the stomach or 
intestine. On that account I advise 
the correspondent to take the child 
immediately to some reputable physi- 
cian for proper care, or if the corres- 
pondent cannot afford to pay a pri- 
vate physictan, then take the child to 
the nearest public clinic or hospital 
dispensary for examination, Not rare- 
ly when a child aspirates or inhales 
a foreign body, or when something 
“goes down the wrong way,” the ob 
ject lodges in the windpipe or bron- 
chial tube, and for a period of days 
or weeks may cause very little dis- 
turbance. Then the -child. develops 
symptoms of bronchitis, asthma or 
pneumonia,

There has been some con- 
fusion on two points; one dealing 
with the ethics of psychic bids and 
the other dealing with idiotic bluff

Surprise tactics are perfectly ethi- 
cal and are sanctioned among the best 
players, provided no private under- 
standing of any kind exists between 
partners. It .is the basis of Card 
Constitution that anyone has a right 


fit: it is the basis of Card Ethics 


amounting to cheating. With 
stringent proviso surprise bids are a 
legitimate and interesting part of Con- 
tract tactics. They are eminently fair 


because in attempting to misinform 
the opponents, the same, and some- 
times even greater, chance is taken of 


| misleading the partner. 


The writer has always objected io 
the so-called fake bids indulged in by 
premature Bridge psychOlogists, which 
consist in bidding a suit, of which 
the player holds but a singleton, in 
the hope of confusing the opponents. 
This objection, however, is voiced not 
on the grounds of ethics but on the 
grounds of stupidity.

There was baseball in Atlanta yesterday, and there was an 
indescribable longing in the hearts of enthusiasts as they gazed 
upon the fading beauties of Athletic park and realized that At- 
lanta would be without baseball this year. 

John Patrick was in his glory. That eminent and good man 
came over with his Birmingham cohorts to show the people of 
the benighted Gate City what good ball playing really is. He 

- came, he saw, and although he was on the losing side he cap- 
tured the crowd. Then there was ‘‘Reddy’’ Bittman, Tom Sullivan, 
Lynch, Duffee, Brennan, Burks and other players who have made 
reputations in the Southern league. 

Manager Goldsby was detained in Birmingham by the meeting 
of the Southern league. 

He has a little schedule in the interest of Birmingham which 
he wants to have adopted. 

A familiar figure was that of the famous Chicago politician, 
“Hank” O'Day. Hank pitched for Washington. The last time he 
eccupied the points in Atlanta it was as the business end of a 
Savannah battery and the grounds upon that occasion were too 
small to hold the crowd.

Rev. Swett has been in charge of 
young people’s work in the Nazarene 
church for the state of Louisiana and 


has been conducting services in a tent 
at Istrouma, a suburb. He was re- 
placed in the church, however. 

Brooks’ petition named _ cates, 
places and witnesses to meetings of 
his wife and the preacher. The min- 
ister, according to the petition, re- 
turned here from Shreveport after his 
wife’s funeral and went to the Brooks 
residence. Brooks said his young son 
telephoned him at his work and told 
him Mrs. Brooks and Rey. Swett had 
ordered him out of the house. — 

Mrs. Brooks also frequently called 
for the preacher at his boarding house 
in the Brooks family automobile, and 
the two took long drives together, ac- 
cording to the petition. 

Brooks said the fact that his chil- 
dren had been terrorized.into keeping 
word of the meetings between Mrs.

ES BROOKLYN 


Former Rancher and Sol- 
dier Passes in Eighty- 
Fifth Year.

NEW YORK, July 7.—(#)—John 
Brisben Walker, whose life led him 
over many trails, from soldiering in 
China to, pioneering in the new. west, 
died today at his quiet Brooklyn ‘home, 
aged 84. 

His business interests at the height 
of his activities a score of years ago 
included control of steam automobile 
patents, editorship of Cosmopolitan 
magazine, rancher, educational lec- 
turer, road builder, humanitarian, 
politician and farmer. 

John Brisben Walker was a native 
Pennsylvanian. Educated at George- 
town College, Washington, and West 
Point, he went to the Orient and for 
two years served in the Chinese army. 
It was 1870 when he again set foot 
upon American soil. He went in the 
iron manufacturing business in the 
Kanawha valley, West Virginia. 
Three years later, when he thought 
he had won a fortune of $500,000 
the great panic left him penniless. 

Walker then turned to journalism. 
His first efforts were for the Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Gazette, a series of 
articles on business topics. The man- 
aging editorship of the Pittsburgh 
Telegraph and the editorship of ‘the 
Washimgton Daily Chronicle were 
posts he occupied in those early days. 

He introduced alfalfa, on a 1,600- 
acre farm near Denver, as his initial 
venture in farming. 

Railroads paid him a reputed profit 
of $900,000 on a $100,000 investment. 

He paid $360,000 for Cosmopolitan 
magazine and quickly jumped its cir- 
culation from 16,000 to 151.000, with 
William Dean Howells as his literary 
adviser. 

After a. notable administration of 
the publication he sold it to William 
Randolph Hearst 

The veteran publisher’s third wife, 
Mrs. Iris Calderhead Walker, and 
nine children survive him.
